Soon after the In-ginning of 
hostilities a steamship in |>erfect trim 
from stem to stern, with furnace fires 
burning, steam up. but without a soul 
on board, was found adrift off the ooast 
of Newfoundland—found by a United 
States ship too, oddly enough. 
The 
crewless ship was the Scipio, 
She flew 
no flag and there was not so much as a 
scrap of paper to be found aboard her to 
indicate where she sailed from, when 
she was sailing to, or who owned her. 
Here, then, was a mystery of the deep. 
The Scipio carried a cargo of coal but 
never did such strange things come out 
of a cargo of coal as came from the 
depths of anthracite piled in the hold. 
There were guns, fine, modern affairs of 
English make, Maxims, Hotchkiss can­ 
non, field pieces and other ordnances, 
together with ammunition. 
Just how the Scipio came to be found 
adrift with such an opportune cargo by 
a United States ship has never been 
told—officially. 
The Scipio has been at 
the Brooklyn navyyard since she was 
picked up adrift on the high seas.
